Ramsay's Bondsmen, "Who Now 


Bring Suit Against the Es- 


tate of Deceased. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 13.—Carl Moll, cashier 


of the National Bank of Illinois, one 
of the sureties on the bond of the late 
state treasurer, Rufus Ramsay, said 
last night to a United Press reporter 
in regard to the claim of tha bonds- 
men against the Ramsay estate and 
the reported defalcation of 4360,000: 


"When IJamsay died suddenly at his 


home in Carlyle early last November 
Gov. 
Altgeld appointed Elijah, the 


son of the deceased, to serve the rest 
of the term. The law requires the 
presence of the bondsmen when any 
transfer of the treasurer's office is to 
be made, so F. Blounl, cashier of the 
Chicago national bank, and myself, 
representing the bondsmen, were pres- 
ent in Springfield when the accounts

EULOGIZED BI HEHRT WATTERSON 


At the Eighty-Sixth Birthday Anniver- 


•aiy Celebration in Chicago—An 


Eloquent Tribute to the Memory 


of the Martyr Pretident. 


CHICAGO, Feb. :» -The eighty-sixth 


•nn iversary of Lincoln's birthday was 
observed here with more ceremony 
than usual. The banks, board of trade, 
•totk 
exchange and 
all the city 


and 
county 
offices, 
with 
the 


exception 
of 
the 
police 
and 


fire departments, were closed. The 
•chools were open, as usual, but the 
afternoon sessions were devoted to 
pati iotic songs and recitations. In the 
evening the Marque t to club gave a 
grand banquet, at which addresses 
wer<j delivered by orators of national 
reputation. A patriotic entertainment 
•was also given by the National union, 
at ti hich the principal address was de- 
livered by Henry Watterson, of Louis- 
ville , who spoke as follows: 


"Long before the guns of Beaure- 


ganl opened flre upon Port Sumter, 
and, fulfilling the programme of ex- 
tremism, blood was sprinkled in the 
face of the president, congress had be- 
come a battle ground, and every rod of 
debt table territory a ring for contro- 
Tersil mills, always tumultuous and 
•omctimes sanguinary. 


"A mid the noise and confusion, the 


clashing of intellects.like sabers bright, 
and the booming of the big oratorical 
gunf of the north and south, now 
defin itely arrayed, there came one day 
Into the northern camp the oddest fig- 
ure imaginable; the figure of a man 
who, in spite of an appearance some- 
what out of line, carried a serious 
aspect, if 
not 
the suggestion 
of 


t power; and, pausing a moment to ut- 


ter a single sentence that could be 
heard above the din, passed on, and 
for r moment disappeared. The sen- 
tenct was pregnant with meaning. 
The man bore a commission from God 
on high. He said: 'A house divided 
against itself cannot stand. I believe 
this government cannot endure per- 
manently half free and half slave. I 
do not expect the Union to be dissolved; 
I do not expect the house to fall; but 
I do expect it will cease to be divided.' 


"Tlie man was Abraham Lincoln.1' 
Mr. Watterson then went into the 


history of Lincoln's early life and the 
impressions of those who had known 
him. 
Coming up to the time of his de- 


bate with Judge Douglas he paid the 
following tribute to Mr. Douglas, who 
•was cne of his most intimate friends: 


"I Itnevv Judge Douglas well; I ad- 


mired, respected, loved him. I shall 
never forget the day he quitted Wash- 
ington to go to his home in Illinois to 
return no more. He was then a dying 
man. He had burned the candle at 
both ends from his boyhood; an ardent, 
pleasure-loving, hard-working man; 
and though not yet fifty the candle 
was barned out. His infirmities were 
no groater than thos>e of Clay; not to 
be mentioned with those of Webster. 
But he lived in more exacting times. 
The old style party organ, with its 
mock heroics and its dull respecta- 
bility its beggarly array of empty 
ne ws columns and cheap advertising, 
had b'jen succeeded by that unsparing, 
tell-to le scandal monger, modern jour- 
nalism. Too fieice a heat beat uoon 
the private life of public men, and 
Douglas suffered from this as Clay 
and Webster had not suffered. Tne 
presidential bee was in his bonnet, 
certainly, but its buzzing there was 
not noisier than in the bonnets of other 
great Americans who have been daz- 
zled by that wretched bauble. His 
plans and schemes came to naught. 
His life-long rival was at the head of 
off airs,." 


Mr. Watterson then narrated his 


person al recollections of Lincoln. Con- 
tinuing, he said: 


"I met the newly-elected president 


the afternoon of the day in the early 
morning of which he had arrived in 
Washington. He came to the capitol 
under \Ir. Se ward's escort, and among 
the rest I was presented to him. I 
met hi/n again the next Monday fore- 
noon as he was preparing to start to 
his inauguration and was struck by 
his umvffccted kindness. He was en- 
tirely i elf-possessed; no trace of nerv- 
ousnes.i and very obliging, I accom- 
panied the cortege that went from 
the senate 
chamber to the east 


portico of the capitol. I stood just 
near 
enough 
to 
him when he 


began to speak not to obstruct any 
gesture s which he might make though 
he made but few, and then I began to 
understand something of the real 
power of the man. He delivered that 
inaugural address as if he had been 
delivering inaugural addresses all his 
life. I irm, resonant, earnest, it an- 
nounce 1 the coming of a man; and in 
Its ringing tones and elevated style the 
gentlemen whom he had invited to be- 
come 
memliers 
of 
his 
political 


family—each of whom, at bottom, 
thought himself his master's equal or 
•uperioi- might have heard .the voice 
and seen the hand of one born to rule. 
Whether they did or not, they very 
•oon ascertained the fact From the 
hour Abraham Lincoln crossed the 
threshold of the White House to the 
hour he went thence to meet his tragic 
death t lere was not £ moment that he 
did not dominate the political and 
military situation and his official sub- 
ordinate's. The idea that he was over- 
matched at any time bjr anybody is 
contrail icted by all that happened." 


Af terrelatingseveral instances where 


Mr. Lin train had proved more than a 
uu^ch for members of his cabinet the 
•peaker continued: 


"I .want to say just here a few words 


•boutKr. Lincoln's relations to the 
•outh and towards the people of the 
•oath. H« was himself a southern 
man. lie and all his tribe were south- 


he left Kentucky 


when a mere child, he was an old 
child; he was never very young; he 
grew to manhood in a 
Kentucky 


colony, for what is Illinois, what 
is 
Chicago 
but

Kentucky 


colony, grown somewhat out of pro- 
portion. He was in no sense what we 
used to call a "poor white." Awk- 
ward, perhaps; ungainly, perhaps; nig- 
gerless, certainly, but aspiring; the 
spirit of a hero beneath that rugged 
exterior; the imagination of a poet be- 
neath those hei.vy brows; the courage 
of a lion beneath those patient, kindly 
aspects; and long before he was of legal 
age, a leader. His first wife was a 
Eutledge; his second a Todd. Let the 
romantic tell the story of his romance. 
I dare not. No sadder idyl can be

amid the lurid passions that attended 
the war itself, not one bitter or nar- 
row word escaped the lips of Abraham 
Lincoln, whilst there was hardly a 
day when ho was not projecting his 
big sturdy personality between some 
southern man or woman and danger.

Lincoln, the 
president, 


and Mr. Seward, the secretary of state, 
Mr. Lincoln, the friend still, of the 
old whig colleague, though one was 
now president of the United States, 
and the other was vice-president of the 
southern confederacy, took the slim, 
pale-faced, consumptive little man 
aside, and, placing his arm over his 
shoulder, pointed to a sheet of paper 
he held in his other hand and said: 
'Stephens, write "Union" at the top 
of that page, and you may write below 
whatever else you please.' 


"In the preceding conversation Mr. 


Lincoln had intimated that payment 
for the slaves was not outside a possi- 
ble agreement for reunion and peace. 
He based that statement upon a pro- 
posal he had in hand to appropriate 
8400,000,000 to this purpose. I am 
not going to tell any tales of that 
school. I am not here for controversy. 
But whe#i\ve are dead and gone the 
private memorabilia of those 
who 


really knew what terms were offered 
the confederacy—within ninety days 
of 
its 
total 
collapse—will 
show 


that 
in 
tlie individual judgment 


of.all of them the wisdom of the situa- 
tion said 'Accept' And why were they 
not accepted? It was the will of God 
that there should be, as God's own 
prophet has promised, a new birth of 
freedom, and this could only be reached 
by the complete obliteration and ex- 
tinction of the very idea of slavery. 
God struck 
Lincoln down in the 


moment 
of 
his 
triumph 
to 
at- 


tain 
it; 
God 
blighted 
the 


south to attain it. But he did attain 
it, and here we are this night to at- 
test it. 'God's will be done on earth 
as it is in Heaven.' But let no south- 
ern man point finger at me because I 
canonize Abraham Lincoln, for he was 
the only friend we had when friends 
were most in need; he was the one 
man who wanted to preserve us in- 
tact, to save us from the wolves of 
mere passion and plunder that stood 
at our door." 


Col. Watterson paid a high compli- 


ment to Lincoln's powers in debate, 
his wonderful acumen and his style at 
composition. 


"I gather that he was not a civil 


service reformer of the school of Gro- 
ver Cleveland," he continued, "because 
I find among his papers a note to Stan- 
ton, in which, with not the faintest an- 
ticipation of such apostles as the Hon. 
Carl Schurz and Mr Theodore Roose- 
velt, he bluntly says: '1 personally 
wish Jacob Freese, of Neu lerscy, to 
be appointed colonel of a c< jre I regi- 
ment, regardless of wheth -r 1 e can 
tell the exact color of Julius Cresar's 
hair.'" 


He concluded with an eloquent trib- 


ute to the dead hero's virtues, accom- 
panied by an argument that he was in- 
spired by Heaven to his life work, end- 
ing with these word s: 


"Where did Shakespeare get his 


genius? 
Where did Mosart get his 


music? Whose hand sraote the lyre of 
the Scottish plowman and stayed the 
life of the German priest' God, God, 
and God alonel And as surely as these 
were raised up by God, inspired by 
God was Abraham Lincoln; and a 
thousand years hence no story, no 
tragedy.no epic poem will be filled 
with greater wonder or be followed by 
mankind with deeper feeling than that 
which tells of his life and death."

Adry Hardens H1n Heait Against 


His Brother 


MD ASSUMES I DEFIANT MASHER, 


The Defense Will Try to Prove Him In- 


eane—Insurance Agents Called to 


Testify—The Prosecution Rest 


Their Case To-Day. 


MistfEAFOLis, Minn., Feb. 18.—It 


was made evident from Adry Hay- 
ward's testimony yesterday that the 
two brothers have been at variance 
with each 
other for a long time. 


Throughout the day's examination 
Mrs. 
W. W. Hayward, mother of Adry 


and Harry, sat beside Mr. Erwin and 
prompted him during the cross-exam- 
ination. Adry saw the situation in a 
moment, and, from the instant that 
the inspiration of Erwin's questioning 
was recognized, he assumed a defiant 
and hardened manner, as though the 
last vestige of sympathy for the ac- 
cused had been wrung from him by 
this latest turn of events, and he 
would now tell even more than wa» 
called for in the attorney's questions. 


Mr. Erwin expects to show Adry 


Hayward insane, and also proposes to 
use his brother, Dr. Thaddeus Hay- 
ward, as a witness. It is also pro- 
posed to show that Adry will be 
shown to be the man who made the 
trip with Blixt out on the Excelsior 
road, where Miss Ging was murdered. 
He is accused of having said to Blixt 
that night: "Be sure to bring the iron 
with you: if you have any trouble 
Frank will be there to help you." 


"Who is this man Frank?" asked the 


attorney. 


"I don't know a man answering to 


the name of Frank, to my present rec- 
ollection," was the decided answer. 


Once when Mrs. Hayward had been 


prompting the defense, and the ques- 
tion came from Erwin in sharp ac- 
cents, Adry denied it with a wither- 
ing emphasis, and the mother shook 
her head violently as though to say 
that he lied. 


"Don't shake your head, mother," he 


cried, raising his voice in a painfully 
strained tone; "it is the truth, and 
you know it. I will tell everything— 
all." 


"Tell it: tell it all," replied the 


mother. "Tell everything you can." 


Mr. Erwin tried to show that Adry 


had been promised immunity from 
punishment if he would testify against 
his brother, but the court would not 
allow the question, nor another one- 
why he remained the custody of an 
officer though not iu jail. 


When Adry's testimony was con- 


cluded a number of insurance agents 
were called and they testified that 
Miss Ging said she wanted the policies 
for collateral and that the policies, or 
some of them, were taken out in Sep- 
teniber. 
Harry Hayward, the evi- 


dence showed, had made all the pre- 
liminary arrangements. 


Frederick White, a solicitor for the 


New England Life Insurance Co., was 
called and testified that on September 
10 Harry Hayward called at his office 
and talked about negotiating a policy 
upon a woman's life to cover a loss of 
81,000 he said he had loaned her. 


Mr. White told him that the com- 


pany would not assign to him the en- 
tire policy for $5,000 to cover a loan 
of $1,000, but that it would set aside 
$1,000. Harry couldn't see why the 
whole policy should not ba assigned to 
him so long as he paid the premium.

Syndicate—Profit! for Uncle Sam. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—The official fig- 


ures of the gold deposits on account of 
the Belmont-Morgan bond syndicate 
show that 88,340,000 had been de- 
posited and 81.050,000 received after 
hours on storage yesterday, making a 
total of 84,390,000. 


The assay office has weighed $2,890,- 


000 coin, which produces an actual 
weight of 155,231.19 ounces, a loss of 
115.8] ounces, or 53,154 to the syndi- 
cate, caused by abrasion of the coin 
At this rate the government will make 
about 550,000 on the transaction, as the 
coin can be paid out at its face value, 
although received from the syndicate 
at its bullion valuation. 


The subtreasury has issued certifi- 


cates for «a,044,000 gold, weighed and 
accepted at the assay office at the syn- 
dicate price of S17.80X per 
ounce. 


These certificates are convertible into 
H-per-cent bonds at their face value.
